FOG AND RAIN CONFUSE 

- BOTH VETERAN PILOTS 


Wives Bid Farewell at Early 
. Morning Take-Off at Bol- 
ling Field Here. 


Assistant Secretary of War F. Trubee 
Davison and Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, 
chief of Air Corps, yesterday morning 
left Bolling Field in two amphibian 
planes on a flight to Panama to in- 
Spect the air defense of the Canal Zone. 
This is the first time Government of- 
ficlals have utilized airplanes for in- 
Spection tours outside the continental 
limits of the United States. 


* Secretary Davison’s plane was piloted 
by Capt. lra C. Eaker, executive officer 
to the Secretary, and Gen. Fechet’s 
pilot was Li¢ut. Muir S. Fairchild, of 
Va. Both pilots wer 
members of the Army’s Pan-American 
flight, which, using amphibian planes. 
cartled a message of American good 
will to the countries of Central and 
South America. They are familiar not 
only with the planes but. the terrain 
over which they will fly. 


Depart Down Potomac. 


Mrs. Davison and Mrs. Fechet were at 
the fleld to see their husbands take off 
at 6:15 o'clock. Maj. H. C. Davidson, 
commandant of Bolling Field, and Mrs. 
Davidson also were present. 

After testing the planes the filers took 
off and disappeared in the cloudy skies, 
headed down the Potomac. Both Secre- 
tary Davison and Gen. Fechet turned 
and waved to the assembled group of 
relatives, friends and field attaches. 

In order to have the planes ready in 
time for the flight. the emergency crew 
a; Bolling Field, under the direction of 
Staff Sergt. Roy W. Hooe and Sergt 
Hugh M. Key, were on the line at 4:15 
o'clock, tuning the motors and stocking 
the machines. 

Radio reports to Bolling Field later 
yesterday said the two planes landed in 
safety at Pope Fieid, Fort Bragg, N. C.., 
Secretary Davison's plane arriving at 
10:05 and Gen. Fechet’s plane at 10:55 
o'clock. The planes wiil be refueled and 
will start on the next lap of their trip 
to Montgomery, Ala., as soon as weather 
conditions permit. 

Prom the time the planes took off 
until they landed they were subject to 
adverse weather conditions. The sky 
was cloudy and a light fog covered the 
river and adjoining térritory 

Despite the unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, the flight was started and the 
first lap completed without mishap, 
according to reports received at the 
Bolling Field radio station. 

The filght is prompted tr increased 
Army aviation activity in the Canal 
Zone, as provided for in the five-year 
Army Air Corps development program, 
which makes the inspection essential 
from an administrative angle. The study 
of air defense in the Canal Zone also 
is of vital interest. 

Three weeks are expected to be con- 
sumed in the inspection trip, the sched- 
ule allowing a five-day stop at Panama 


Hops to Break Tlight. 


Approval for the flizht of their planes 
across Central American countries had 
been arranged for by the State Depart- 
ment through the diplomatic represen- 
tatives of the countries affected. The 
air officials will fly over Mexico, 
Guatemala, San Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica and Panama. 

Their flight will be broken into a 
series of cross-country hops, the longest 
single lap of which will be 500 miles. 

The hops will be covered in easy 
daily stages and the use of amphibian 
planes gives almost continuous landing 
facilities. The Loening amphibians 
used in the flight are of the latest 
design and have a cruising speed of 
approximately 100 miles an hour. 

When weather conditions permit 
resumption of the flight, the planes will 
continue to Pensacola, Fla., making 
subsequent stops at Brownsville, Tex.; 
Minitatlan, Mexico; Managua, Nica- 
ragua, and thence to the Canal Zone.

“Unless people know how 
the Journal quoted Ford, “‘it 
to talk of mass production 
Until a large number of persons. do 
know how to fly, they will require 
Pilots, and consequently larger planes.”’

The _ treaties 
signed between the two governments 
made provision against this, and the 
British are charged with having vio- 
lated the treaties in this respect. The 
tribesmen have resented anything like 
encroachment and in reprisal there 
have been air raids against them. 

Ibn Saud's rise to power and fame 
reads like a tale of the “Arabian Nights.” 
With him war has been a habit since 
1901, when he was but 20 years of age. 

He fought successfully against the 
Turks; then mastered his own people 
after six years of hard internecine war- 
fare, and today rules as undisputed king 
and sultan over some 7,000,000 followers 
without the aid of a cabinet, but solely 
by means of appointed sheiks. Even 
the holiest of the holy cities, Mecca 
and Medina, are subject to his com- 
mands. 

Great Britain has been paying Ibn 
Saud a large annuity, 


in return for his promise to respect 
the boundaries of Irak and Trans- 
jordania, both of which coantries are 


of the utmost strategical importance | 
in keeping open the road to India, as | 


well as safeguarding Palestine. 


The British do not forget the hard | 


fighting between the French and the 
Druses in Syria, and therefore are trying 
to solve the difficulties by diplomatic 
means. A diplomatic settlement is con- 
sidered by liberal English opinion quite 
possible, and Sir Gilbert Clayton, who 
negotiated the treaty with Ibn Saud in 
1927, may, if the necessity arises, pro- 
ceed to Arabia as mediator.

Maneuver Plans Adopted 
by Departments. 


BOARD PLANS EXPLAINED 


Combined air operations by the Army 
and naval corps have been approved 
by Secretary of War Davis and Secre- 
tary of Navy Wilbur, on regcommenda- 
tion of the joint board of thtse depart- 
ments, and instructions will be issued 
at an eafly date indicating the nature 
of the exercises which will be held dur- 
ing the current year. 


In {ts recommendation the joint 
board explained that aviation units of 
the Army and Navy ight have occa- 
sion to cooperate in a variety of mis- 
sions, such as defense of home ports 
against enemy raids from seaward; 
protection of seaborne commerce in 
immediate vicinity of home ports; de- 
fense of positions outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States; 
seizure, occupation and consolidation 
of advanced bases against enemy oppo- 
sition; defense of advanced bases, and 
attack upon enemy positions or enemy 
activities.

Columbus, Ohio, March 11 (A.P.).— 
Less than 24 hours after he staged the 
most sensational episode in his crim- 
inal career, John Leonard Whitfleld, 
Cleveland slayer, died from bullet 
wounds sustained in a battle with po- 
lice after he escaped from Ohio Peni- 
tentiary.

SOON IS HELD LIKELY 


Building, Agricultural and 
Other Outside Work to 
Require Many Men. 


New York, March 11 (A.P.).—Unem- 
ployment is temporarily in excess of 
normal, but is not acute or critical, 


Magnus W. Alexander, president of the 
national industrial. conference boat, 
Seid tonight in an address before the 
fortnightly forum. 

“We have defin{te indications,” Alex- 
ander said, “that there has been a de- 
cline in unemployment in 1927, but 
there are also indications that employ- 
ment since December, 1927, has again

“The presumption is that with the 
coming of the warmer season, resump- 
tion of building construction, agricul- 
tural and other open air activities will 
absorb many of the now unemployed 
persons in the United States.” 

Alexander said that a general mis- 
understanding exists that up-to-date 
mechanical devices cause unemploy- 
ment. He pointed out that other indus- 
tries, especially new ones, absorb those 
who may lose their jobs through 
efficiency of machinery while increased 
productivity also demands more men.

ARRESTS BY RUSSIA 


One Man Held in Alleged Plot 
in Donetz Basin Claims 
U. S. Citizenship. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Berlin, March 11.—The German gov- 


ernment has sent indignant queries to 
Moscow regarding the fate of six Ger- 
man engineers arrested by the Russians, 
accused of sabotaging Soviet factories 
and mines in the Donetz Basin. Three 
of these men are representatives of the 
German General Electric Co., which was 
the first enterprise to resume connec- 
tions with Russia and which denies 
that its men could be connected with 
&@ plot of any kind. The Berlin press 
and government share this conviction. 

“The forgery of a huge amount of 
Russian bank notes in Germany led to 
the discovery of this monster plot,” 
declared a leader of the Sovict secret 
service, who is in western Europe in- 
vestigating the background of 
alleged plot. “We have proofs that it 
was financed by the same men who 
were engaged in a world-wide campaign 
to wreck the working agreement be- 
tween Soviet Russia and the American 
Standard Oil Co. and other anti- 
Russian campaigns.” ‘ 

The Russian admitted the arrest of 
three Germans, five Poles, four Finns, 
one man claiming American citizen- 
ship ant a number of former Russian 
emigrants. They probably will be tried 
by the Moscow Supreme Court.

The United States Government is very pa- 
tient in dealing with the Nicaraguan congresg, 
which is attempting to defeat the bill that pro- 
vides for American ‘supervision of the national 
election, The opposition comes from the con- 


servative leaders, who give two reasons for 
their’ failure to abide by the agreement entered 
into by Presideut Diaz in behalf of their party. 
They assert that the pending bill is unconsti- 
tutional in that it sets aside the authority of 
the congress, in spite of the prohibition against 
a delegation of its powers. The other objection 
is that the northern provinces of Nicaragua are 
so terrorized by Sandino and the liberals that

THE FORTUNATE ISLE.

In 1816 a garrison was 
placed there by the English in order to pre- 
vent the island from being used as a base from 
which rescue parties might operate on St. 
Helena, 1,200 miles away. The garrison was 
later withdrawn, but three men and a woman 
elected to stay there. Shipwrecked mariners 
increased, the colony, and eventually a pass- 
ing ship captain agreed to bring them some 
wives. Today about 150 persons inhabit the 
island, and once’or twice a year a steamer 
touches to bring them absolutely necessary 
supplies, 

On this island there is no written law: no 
courts, no politicians, no postoffice to get the 
gossip in; no clubs, no money to earn or spend, 
no taxes to pay, no rent, no insurance, no 
radios, no autos, no airplanes, no railroad, no 
sewers, no pavements; no white way but the 
Stars overhead; no doctor, no dentist, no 
health board, no chlorinated water, for na- 
ture has put a reservoir 8,000 feet above the 
settlement, Nevertheless there is almost per- 
fect health without the knowledge that a 
diseased tooth may bring rheumatism, or that 
tonsils are dangerous. There is no acquaint- 
ance with appendicitis or the relation of 
vitamins A, B, C, to long life. There igs no 
eighteenth amendment, because there is no 
strong drink.

‘They no longer 
are kept in ignorance of the family’s financial 
affairs and even though they do not enter the 
marts of trade, subconsciously they pick up 
considerable knowledge of financial matters. 
In addition, the way of a high-pressure securi- 
ties salésman with a woman has been accorded 
such wide publicity for years that women have 
tended toward extreme conservatism. As a 
class they are no longer the easy marks that 
they were, 

The General Federation of Women’s*Clubs 
through its educational campaign should be 
able to hasten feminine acquisition of financial 
and investment knowledge. The statistics col- 
lected by the life insurance companies are proof 
enough that there is ample room for additiorfal 
knowledge. It would be a fine thing if the 
campagin might be extended to include men 
also, for they probably contribute considerably 
more than women the Nation’s Get-Rich-

ARCHITECTURE NOTABLE 


Philadelphia, March 11 (A.P.).—The 
oldest grave thus far found in Ur of 
the Chaldees, the home of Abraham, 
ig believed to have been uncovered by 
archeologists of the joint expedition 


of the University of Pennsylvania 
Museum and the British Museum. 
The grave is remarkable for its archi- 


ontiquity, still contained a number of 
objects of unusual interest. The dis- 
covery was learned here in a report 
received today from the expedition 
which has brought to a close its sixth 
season’s work in ancient Mesopotamia. 

C. Leonard Wooley, director of the 
expedition, reported that excavation cf 
the newly discovered royal tomb proved 
an unusually difficult undertaking be- 
cause it lay beneath 40 feet of hard 
mud. The director wrote of the dis- 
covery: 

“When we found the tomb the guards 
lay at the open door and the chambers 
were empty of all save what robbers 
had overlooked when they plundered 
the grave thousands of years ago. Arch- 
itecturally it is remarkable. The whole 
grave pit is filled by the tomb, three 
valuted chambers built and roofed with 
limestone rubble, and in each chamber 
part of the corbelled ceiling and the 
apsidal end are preserved intact. The 
walis preserved much of the fine lime 
plaster with which the rough stone sur- 
face was originally finished. 

“In the other graves a single cham- 
ber destined for the royal body occupies 
one end of the open grave shaft in 
which the king’s household and follow- 
ers were buried. 

“A very beautifu! set of shell plaques 
engraved with scenes of animals and 
framed in lapis lazuli came from a 
broken gaming board; there many 
beads, two or three inlaid shell handles 
of staffs, and a small gold cup. In the 
farther chamber was a most remarkable

A singleton 
King may or may not accomplish the 
purpose, but a King with one or more 
small ones certainly will as the suit 
ts led up to it. A singleton Queen, or 
one supported by one .or two small 
cards, may stop the suit; but there is 
a good chance that it will not, so 
neither of these holdings can be re- 
lied upon as a sure stopper. However, 
a Queen with three small cards, espec- 
ially if one of them be as high as a 
Nine, is reasonably dependable. Other 
sure stoppers are Queen-Jack and at 
least one other, and Jack-Ten and at 
least two others. Taking everything 
into consideration, a suit should not 
be called “stopped” unless it contains 
at least an Ace, a King with one or 


/more others, and Queen with a Nine or 


higher card and two others; a Queen- 
Jack and at least one other, or a Jack- 
Ten and at least two others. When an 
initial bidder has in three suits any one 
of the above combinations, his hand 
fulfills that portion of the No Trump 
requrement which provides that three 
suits should be stopped. The other 
part of the No Trump requirement is 
that a hand have better than average 


| strength. 


If a player had one Ace, one King. 
one Queen and one Jack, his holding 


would be exactly “average;” and if he 


held even a Jack in addition, he 


/ would be better than average and have 


borderline No Trump strength.

Founder at One Time Was a 
Gardener, Working for 
Penny a Day. 


London, March ll 
who founded Thomas Cook 
Son, the travel agency recently amal- 
vamated with the International Sleep- 
ing Car Co, on the continent, was a 
cardener as @ young man in Lelcester- 
shire working for a penny a day. 

Being more interested In temperance 
than flowers, Cook became a lecturer 
and traveled about the country giving 


his views. He found that his lectures 
were often poorly attended because of 
inadequate transportation and the lack 
of cheap tickets. This inspired plans 
which brought about the founding in 
1841 of the famos tourist agency. 

Young Cook's first adventure as a 
tourist agent was when he appealed to 
the Midland Railway Co. tor cheap 
tickets from Leicester to Loughborough 
for poor people who wished to attend a 
temperance meeting. The railway is- 
sued tickets at 1 shilling each, instead 
of three times that amount as charged 
formerly, and Cook sold 570 of them. 

Greatly encouaged, Cook began to 
run similar excursions, which he did 
for several years. ‘These were con- 
ducted purely on philanthropic lines, 
and eventually he realized the commer- 
cial possibilities of this move, and took 
steps which in time established for him 
a world-wide reputation.

Traffic regulations and control are absolutely necessary or chaos would result. But, 
in spite of all the laws and regulations accidents occur far too frequently. Perhaps it 
isa natural consequence of the present congested conditions. But we must face the 


fact that these conditions are not going to improve as rapidly as our present rate of 
increase in traffic. 


Uncle Sam is doing what he can to relieve the congestion here in Washington. 
Wherever possible streets are being widened and traffic control systems installed.
